Then resulted the Wilson bill, provid- 
ing for wholesale reductions, particu- 
larly as regarding Iron and steel man- 
ufactures. It should be noted tbat the 
DinK!ey bill In 1S07 retained practi- 
cally the Iron and steel duties laid 
down In the Wilson measure. 


Though William McKinley was elect- 


ed on the financial Issue In 1808, bis 
first act after being svrora !n as presi- 
dent was the calling of an extra ses- 
sion of congress to repeal the Wilson- 
Gorman tariff bill. The result of that 
sessiou was thc Dingier law named 
for Its author, Nelson Dingley, Jr., of 
Maine, which put the schedules prac- 
tically back on the McKinley basis.

THE 
TARIFF BILL 
PASSED 


Now that the tariff hill has been enacted, it is expected that the un-

reduced or whether the manufacturers will keep the increased profits to

factory districts and there take what comes, whether it be good or illfwith- 
out making any attempt to get back to the land or the farm. 


We are glad to note that a great many men employed in workshop or 


factory during the day have taken to the cultivation of gardens during their 
leisure hours, thereby enjoying not only healthful hut profitable exercise. 


We are, glad also to note ihat this idea of relying more upon the land 


as a source of wealih is token up by the state, and ihat Governor Draper 
has appointed a Homestead commission, the duty of which will be to induce 
people to leave the congested districts of cities to settle upon the land or 
io take up ihe cultivation of land in conjunction with their other occupa- 
tions.

the postofBce has not proved profit- 
able, Postmaster General Hitchcock 
has taken prompt action with a view 
of making the- system self-supporting. 
He has appointed a bpccial commit Lea 
to Investigate the whole subject and 
recommend methods by which the rev- 
enues ,->r the registry system may lie 
increased and its cost of operating re- 
duced without impairing its safety.

The president 
heard the news and sent word that 
he had meant what he had said about 
free hides. 
The figures were then 


lowered to 7 per cent. Now Chairman 
Sereno E. Payne of the ways and 
means committee decided to "demon- 
strate that his original bill, providing 
for free bides should uo longer be sulv 
Jected to the emasculatory operations 
of the majority of the conferees. 
lie 


announced that not even a 5 per cent 
duty ou hides would be accepted bv 
either himself or the house. "Withotit 
free hides this tariff bill will not pass 
the house." he was quoted as saying. 


The tariff came off hides Instanter. 


and as quickly was oil put on the un- 
taxed schedule, together with gaso- 
line, benzine and naphtha. The leather, 
rough lumber, print paper, coal and 
iron and glove schedules ranked next 
in Importance during the closing days 
of the controversy. 


It hides came in free, the important 


New England boot and Fhoe manufac- 
turing interests would consent to a re- 
duction of the tariff on their products, 
otherwise they would continue to fight' 
Tlie solving of the hides problem left 
it a simple matter to agree to lower 
duties on boots and shoes—the Ding- 
ley rate being 25 per cent. Saddierv 
and harness were cur. to -10 per cent, 
as against the Dingley rate of 45 per 
cent. 
The president resorted to the 


unusual method of sending a written 
message to the conference 
committee 


demandihg lower rates on lumber and 
gloves than the Payne bill provided, 
and lie secured them. 


Wool and Cotton. 


The wool schedule 
underwent no 


change of consequence, hut the entire 
eottoa schedule was reconstructed and 
the phraseology greatly changed in the 
hope of preventing reductions through 
decisious by the courts such as have 
characterized the administration of the 
Dingley law during recent years.

ufactures. It should be noted that the 
Dingley bill in 1807 retained practi- 
cally the Iron and steel duties laid 
down in the Wilson measure. 


Though William MeKinley wns elect- 


ed on the financial issue in isot;. his 
first act after- being sworn in as presi- 
dent was the calling of an extra ses- 
sion of congress to repeal the Wilson- 
Corman tariff bill. The result of that 
session was the Dingley law. named 
for its author, Nelson Dingley. Jr.. of 
Maine, which put the schedules prac- 
tically back on the McKinley basis,
